may be substituted for para 12 in regulations relat¬ 
ing to die physical examination of Citndidates at 
Ajipendix 111 of the Civil Services Examination 
Rtiles, 1985, published under notification No. 130181 
3|84-AIS (I) dated 8-12-1984 in Part I Section 1 or 
the Gazette of India Extraordinary dated 8-12-1985 ;— 

"12. The candidates filin g an appeal against 
the decision of the Aledical Board have to 
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deposit an appeal fee of Rs. 50.00 in such 
manner as may be prescribed by the Govern¬ 
ment of India in this behalf. This fee would 
be refunded if the candidate is declared fit 
by the Appellate Medical Board. The candi¬ 
dates may, if they like, enclose medical 
certificate in support of their claim of being 
fit. Appeals should be submitted within 15 
days from the date of receipt of the com¬ 
munication in whidr the decision of the 
Medical Board is communicated to the 
candidates; otherwise request for second 
medical examination by an Appellate Medi¬ 


cal Board, will not be entertained. The 
Medical examination by die Appellate Medi¬ 
cal Board would be arranged at New Delhi 
only and no travelling allowance or daily 
allowance will be admissible fot the jour¬ 
neys jaeriormed In connection with the 
Medical examination. Necessary action to 
arrange medical examination by Appellate 
Medical Boards would be taken by die De¬ 
partment of Personnel and Training on 
receipt of appeal accompanied by the pres¬ 
cribed fee.
